Thousands of People Watched the 
Brilliant Pageant and Heard 
Eloquent Orators at Grant 
Park—Details of the 
Great Celebration, 


The principles for which 
labor stands were enumerated in 
ringing eloquence at Grant park 
yesterday afternoon in the presence of 
thousands of men, women and children. 
The parade which passed through the 
heart of the city in the morning. was 
one of the most splendid that ever form- 
ed in line on @ local labor day, ang al- 
together, Monday, September 4, 1905, will 
become historic in the annals of Atlanta's 
unionized toilers. 

The weather was ideal, 
clouds hanging overhead, not in suff!- 
cient mass to threaten but enough to 
temper the rays of the sun. The breath 
of early autumn was in the air and a 
Gelightful breeze bore along the cheer- 
ing. 

The men who have workeqd so _ long, 
s0 hard and so faithfully to prepare the 
programme carried out yesterday had 
every reason in the world for grateful 
joy. Their efforts had been crowned 
with complete success in every detail] of 
the gigantic celebration ang nature had 
come to their aid in the friendliest pos- 
sible-manner, as though she, too, as did 
all the rest, wished to voice a friendship 
for the man who tolls. 

Another feature of the big day was the 
fashion in which the people of every 
rank turned out as spectators. The side- 
walks qown town where the parade pass- 
ed were literally packed with humanity, 
and the sightseers expressed the senti- 
ments by a constant uproar of cheering 
that followed the parade from the time 
its head approached any given point to 
the time the last float rumbled past. 

Still another noteworthy feature of the 
day was the exceptional] good order. The 
The out-of-town visitors on the streets of 
the city were here in numbers beyond a!] 
estimating and all Atlanta was out of 
doors, On the streets, to see the doings of 
the day. : 

And yet, in spite of the immense con- 
course of péople that paesed Iike tidal 
waves through the city, disorder was 
almost an unknown quantity.

It was a remarkable manifestation of 
what may be accomplished by careful 
attention to composite details. Every 
laboring man had seen to it that his 
white or blue uniform, his sash, his 
gayly decorated umbrella or whatever 
distinguishing mark his union had select- 
ed was spick and span for the great oc- 
casion. Every float was in perfect or- 
der. Every detail of formation had been 
carefully outlined beforehand. All was 
in perfect readiness. 

The long line, swinging in time to the 
throb of many bands, moved up Mitchell 
street to Whitehall street, where, wheel- 
ing to the right, it passed through tne 
center of the city along Whitehall and 
then Peachtree street, the sunlight 
shimmering on its gay colors, the thou- 
sands of feet tapping the asphalt in 
unison, a smile on every face.

Preparations of Japanese For Bat- 
tle in View of Fact That Peace 
Treaty Is On Eve of Being 
Signed Causes Astonishment.

Lidziapudzo, Manchuria, September 4, 3 
p. m.—The Japanese are continuing prep- 
arations for a battle. This has caused 
astonishment, coming at the moment 
when the peace treaty is on the eve of 
being signed at Portsmouth. 

The Russian advance posts report that 
the Japanese troops are very much dissat- 
isfied with the peace agreement. 

The terms of peace are the subject of 
discussion everywhere. In the Russian 
army the prevailing spirit is one of 
satisfaction and even of lively rejoic- 
ing, though general confidence is ex- 
pressed that the Russian troops would 
tbe victorious if. they had to fight an- 
other battle. The feeling of many of | 
the officers may be summed up in the 
words of an eminent commander: “As 
a soldier, I am greatly chagrined, but 
as a citizen, I rejoice at the concluston 
of peace.’”’ 

Three thousand Japanese, who on Au- 
gust 27 descended on Port de Kastries 
(opposite the island of Sakhalin and 
sixty miles northwest of the Sakhalin 
town of Alexandrovsk), set fire to a 
gTass covered steppe, and the conflagra- 
tion took on serious proportions,

Reidsville, Ga., September 4.—(Sve- 
clal.)\—Since Hon, Hoke Smith’s experi- 
ence with the question propounded to him 
by Hon. Rufe Hutchens at Buchanan, 
Ga., he has been more careful in the 
matter of answering questions from the 
audience. 

When he spoke today Hon. H. H. Fl- 
ders, one of the most prominent men 
solicitor of the city 
and county attcrney, arose from 
his seat in the audience, stating that he 
would like Mr. Smith to answer certain 


Mr. Smith at first refused to yie’4, 
loudly protesting that ‘‘the ring’ or 
some other candidate om newspaper, was 
putting up men at different localities *o 
ask him embarrassing questions and that 
he did not propose to yield his time for 
‘such interruptions. 

The audience cleariy manifested its 
surprise that Mr. Smith did not hear 
Mr. Elders’ questions, and then Mr. 
Smith said: 

“You may ask me the first question on 
the list you have in your hand and I 
will see the nature of it.’’ 

Mr. Elders asked— 

“Is it true that you appointed a negro 
woman, Mary Brown, to a position pay- 
ing $100 a month, and requiring her to 
work alongside of white women?’ 

“I appointed a negtv woman named 
Lizzie Brown, not Mary, to a position in 
the paste room,” replied Mr. Smith, re- 
fusing to say whether or not she was 
working alongside of white women, or to 
go into any further details, and refusing 


to let Mr. Elders ask any further ques- 
tions. 


What Elders Wanted to Know. 

Mr. Smith quickly- shifted” the © sub-| 
ject, refusing to discuss further’ the 
question of his negro appointments, 

Mr. Elders had intended asking Mr. 
Smith about the negro appointments 
charged against him by the Sandersville 
Herald and he also had intended to en- 
quire if it was true, as stated by Bish- 
op Turner, that he (Bishop Turner) had 
been asked for a letter of endorsement 
of Mr. Smith for appomtment to the 
cabinet which Turner wrote and which 
Mr. Smith had filed with his other let- 
ters. Mr. Elders also wanted to «now 
if it was true that Mr. Smith had ap 
pointed two of Bishop Turner’s sons to 
lucrative positions and also a son in 'aw 
of Bushop Turner, Cornelius King, of At- 
lanta, to a position as Indian commis- 
sioner, paying $1,500 per year salary, 
with $600 additional for expenses—$2,100 
per year. 

All this had been verified by the public 
statements of Bishop Turner and his son 
in law, Cornelius King, but it ‘was 
thought that Mr. Smith would himself 
make a statement on the subject today. 

He carefully evaded any reference to 
these appointments, huwever, much to 
the regret of his supportests here, who 
concede that if the charges which nave 
been made against him by the Sanders- 
ville Herald are true he will no longer 
be a factor in the gubernatorial campaign 
in this county. 

Along Same Line. 

Hoke Smith’s speech was along the 
same line of those delivered in other 
counties of the state heretofore, except 
he briefly referred to his appointments 
of Lizzie Brown and Cornelius King, the 
negroes appointed to positions in the 
government office, stating as an excuse 
therefor that there were menial features 
attached to the positions which made 
them more suited for colored persons. He 
failed to deny that there were competent 
white applicants for the same positions. 
He attacked and criticised the record 
of the Hon. N. J. Youmans, chairman 
of the democratic executive committee, 
for appointing to that committee some 
unnamed member whom he charged was 
a friend of the railroads and was in 
sympathy. with the political machine in 
Georgia. Mr. Youmans is a native of thig 
county, where he was reared and is ex- 
tremely pOpular here.

Own appointment of a negro to a fat- 
ter one, we stand ready to circulate 
that information to the limit of our 


ability. 

If Mr. Smith cares to advise the 
people of Georgia of the reasons for 
his appointing a negro woman to a 
lucrative position in his department, 
where she was placed upon a footing 
of equality with white women, work- 
ing side by side with them, we will 
be glad to present his explanation in 
full. 

If he denies that he appointed three 
members of Bishop Turner’s family to 
responsible and handsomely paid po- 
aitions, we will gladly give him full 
use of our columns. 

And if Mr. Smith declares there is 
no basis for the confident expression 
of The Atlanta Independent, a leading 
negro paper, that his present attitude 
toward the negro is for political pur- 
poses only, we will be glad to give 
him the benefit of any statement he 
feelg called upon to make. This negro 
paper is quoted py our Sandersville 
contemporary as saying: 

The negro. does not believe half the 
hard things Hon. Hoke Smith said about 
them on the gtump, ‘Ve know he wants 
to be governor. We remember how many 
of us he took to Washington and gave fat 
jobs when he was secretary of the inte- 
rior. Hon. Hoke gave us jobs there when 
he could have given white boys. The 
negro will trust him on the record he 


made then. 
Some of Mr. Smith’s friends have 


expressed surprise that he has not 
taken the earliest possible opportu- 
nity to meet the charge herein con- 
tained and to furnish a full explana- 
tion of the different allegations that 
have been made relative to these ne 
gro appointments. 

Probably there is some purpose 
back of his delay; perhaps that ex 
planation may be expected in the 
very near future. 

When it does come,we assure Mr. 
Smith that so far as The Constitution 
is concerned his explanation will be 
cheerfully and fully presented in 
these columns. 

None of these accusations have 
been made by The Constitution, and, 
regardless of the present campaign, 
we would be glad to have it proven 
that none of them are true. 

Indeed, it is almost incredible that 
they should be true. 

Lessons of Labor Day. 

Another Labor Day has been f.led 
away in Atlanta’s archives of notable 
public events, amid memories of! 
great sentimental and practical im- 
portance. 

To the citizen whose observations 
and reflections are more than superfi- 
clal the day has come to possess a 
vastly greater significance than that 
attaching to the pageantry, the mirth 
and the relaxation. Each recurring 
celebration has witnessed the gradual 
extension of the long platoons of neat- 
‘y-garbed artisans; each year has seen 
a materia] appreciation in the individ- 
ual and collective prosperity and in- 
telligence of those who honor their 
crafts and the city by appearing on 
dress parade; and each’ successive 
procession has testified to the addi- 
tion of new and vital industries to At- 
lanta’s already generous assets. Thus 
it will be seen that Labor Day of 
each year has risen to the dignity of 
one of the most accurate commercial 
and industrial barometers in the pos- 
session of the city. 

The indications of the barometer 
yesterday were inspiring and unmis- 
takable. It told in voiceless, yet pos- 
itive, accents that Atlanta has enjoy- 
ed a year of full-bosomed prosperity; 
that growth has proceeded with rapid- 
ity, sureness 4nd inappreciable fric- 
tion; that from the happy progress 
and amicable relations of the past 
might safely be augured similar pros- 
pects for the future. The barometer 
told another story, too, to the man 
versed in its reading. It indicated 
that, considering our industria] im- 
portance, Atlanta enjoys more placid 
conditions and greater immuntty from, 


® 
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nimity which ministered to its suc- 


strife and discord than probably any 
other city in this broad land. 

This absence of contention and this 
evenness of prosperity May, we are 
confident, be largely traced to the 
breadth of view, the singleness of 
purpose and the generosity of motive 
which have invariably actuated the 
leaders of sentiment both of ‘capital 
and labor in this city. The general 
Atlanta public has had opportunity to 
give little thought and to attribute 
little credit to the proper sources of 
this fortunate condition. So harmoni- 
ous and equable have been their re- 
lations in the _ critical period of 
growth that the factor of dissension 
has rarely been apparent, for which 
reason the mass of citizenry knows 
little of the factors contributing to 
this end. The courage, the conserv- 
atism and the inteliigence of the men 
who head the hosts of labor on the 
one side and the fairness of the inter 
6sts with which they deal on the 
other should be accorded due meed of 
praise, and accounted as another one 
of those qualities for which Atlanta 
Should be thankful. 

In this, as in other phases, the “At- 
lanta spirit” is visible. For the sake 
of the city, its moral and material 
welfare, labor has ever stood ready to 
sacrifice much except principle, and 
its liberal conduct hag drawn forth 
Similar qualities from the manufact- 
uring and*industrial interests of the 
community. These pleasant and pa-

triotic relations explain largely the 
progress of the city in the past and, 
their. continuance makes bright an 
assured future. | 

The Constitution congratulates the 
‘aboring men, who have so vital a 
part in the city’s life, on their excel- 
lent showing of yesterday, and upon 
the taste; the ingenuity and the una- 


cess. We rejoice with them in their 
auspicious holiday, as we gather in- 
spiration from the more substantial 
aspects of the day.

Serene in the confidence that her 
splendid physical condition—clean and /| 
wholesome—and her ideal location 
high up upon the Piedmont escarp- 
ment make her absolutely immune to! 
the development or the spread of yel-| 
low fever; happy that because of | 
these priceless possessions she is able | 
to extend a hearty welcome to the | 
people of less favored localities 
throughout-the south to whom Atlanta 
has, indeed, been a “City of Refuge.’ 

The one case of yellow fever dis- 
covered among the thousands of refu- 
gees so fortunate as to be able to 
take advantage of Atlanta’s hospital- 
ity disturbs nobody. 

For this experience is by no means 
a novel one for Atlanta. Many times 
during previous epidemics have refu- 
gees coming here developed cases of 
yellow fever; but the fact that even 
before the discovery of the mosquito 
method of transmission—and the con- 
sequent possibility of restriction— 


there never has been a spread, proves 

conclusively that yellow fever can 

obtain no foothold here. | 

That this is recognized by the ex- 
perts of the government is shown by 
the statement contained in the Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch sent out from 
Washington upon receipt of the news 
of the discovery of the Caruthers 
case. That dispatch reads ag follows: 

“Washington, D. O., September 
2.—Atlanta is not regarded as in- 

- fectible territory for yellow fever 
by the public health and marine 
hospital service, and no spread of 
the disease there is anticipated. 
This view is based on the experi- 
ence of the past, as cases of the 
fever have severa] times appeared 
in Atlanta but have never pro- 
duced a new case. 

“Surgeon General Wyman said 
tonight he had received a report 
of the case developed there today 
from Surgeon Wartenbaker, of the 
marine hospital service, stationed 
there. The infected person has 
been removed several miles out of 
town and screened. Dr. Wyman 
said tonight, however, that yellow . 
fever mosquitoes do not breed in 
Atlanta, and for that reason no 
spread of the disease may be 
feared.” 

Cases of yellow fever that have de- 
veloped here in the past have given. 
rise to no other feeling than curiosity. 
Instead of fleeing from them, physi- 
cians, and laymen as well, have often 
made efforts to see for themselves 
what a yellow fever victim looks like 
—efforts always successful as far as 
physicians were concerned, if not al- 
ways so with the merely curious. 

However, every possible opportunity 
was given the disease to spread itself 
did it have the power to do so, but 
glways with the same result—the 
demonstration of the actual immunity 
of Atlanta. 

Therefore does Atlanta have every 
reason to feel serene and happy. 
There is not the slightest occasion 
for anybody outside the city to look 
upon this as a danger point, there 
would be no such occasion even 
should a dozen such cases develop 
among the refugees flocking here. 
Nobody inside Atlanta is disturbed in 
the slightest degree by the presence 
of this one case, nor has Atlanta the 
slightest fear for the future.

The prison commission began its Sep- 
tember session yesterday, Commissioners 
Thomas Eason and Clement A. Evans 
being present. Chairman J. S. Turner 
will be here today, and at that time the 
commissfon wil) take up the subject of 
the state reformatory. 

Definite plans for the early egtablish- 
ment of the institution will be made at 
the meeting, this week, and the members 
of the commission will some time this 
month visit the state lands in Baldwin 
county for the purpose of selecting a 
suitable site for the buildings. 
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Few people realize the value of an 
official record of births and deaths until 
the time comes when they have to con- 
sult it.for important information. Some- 
times the. settlement of a legacy or a 
laweuit will depend upon it. 

A former Atlantan who some years ago 
emigrated to Germany, recently found 
out: that such a record was no unim- 
portant document. He was to be mar- 
ried, but prior to the wedding ceremony 
certain formalities had to be gone 
through with, and, as he was not born 
in Germany, a certified record of his 
parentage had to be procured.

In his predicament he appealed to some 
of his friends here, and they extricated 
him from his difficulty by going before 
a notary public and making affidavit 
that he was the son of his parents, whick 
was duly certified and forwarded to Ger- 
many. The friends have jus, received in- 
formation that the certificate answered 
every purpose, and that there would be 
nothing further to interfere with his 
matrimonial entanglement.

IS ORGANIZED 


Charged by Judge Pendle- 
ton---Begins Werk 
Today. 


The grand jury of Fulton county met In 
the jury rooms at 9 o'clock yesterday 
morning and was organized to serve dur- 
ing the terms of court. : 

Forrest Adair was chosen foreman and 
the following gentlemen compose the in- 
quisitorial body: John W. Stokes, Thom- 
ae D. Meador, Sr.. A. G. Rhodes, C. D. 
Montgomery, C. J. Kamper, Josiah Car- 
ter, John J. Bagan, R. A. Hemphill, J. 
W. McWiliams, South Bend; J. L. Dick- 
ey, George Adair, I. 8. Mitchell, Sr., 
Oscar Pappenheimer, A. L. Waldo, J. M. 
McGéhee, Bryan’t: EK 8S. Munford, M. 
Rich, John §. Clarke, W. A. Loylesss, A.

Immediately after organization was ef- 
fected the grand jury was ushered into 
the superior court room, where Judge 
John T Pendleton, of the superior court 
of Fulton county, delivered an able and 
elaborate charge to them, in which he de- 
Nneated their duties and defined the sa- 
ered nature of their oath. 

Judge Pendleton’s charge, while couch- 
ed in simple language, was very force- 
ful. 

Judge Pendleton told the jury that their 
duties were more honorable than those of 
a detective or policeman, and while they 
were to take all possible means tO sup- 
press evil in any and every form, they 
were not expected to play the part of the 
spy. ‘ 

In his remarke to the jury touching on 
these points Judge Pendleton said: 

“In presenting your indictments to the 
court you cannot afford to act in accord- 
ance with individual opinion, but, on 
the other hand, you must act according 
to law and testimony. Malice, fear, fa- 
vor and affection must be excluded from 
the grand jury room.”’ 

Judge Pendleton told the grand jury 
that their duties were divided into two 
classes, namely, violation of the crimina) 
law and certain county matters. 

Must Watch Gambling. 

When he took up the question of gam: 
ing, Judge. Pendleton said that he felt 
gratified at the able manner in which 
the last grand jury had freed the city of 
gambling. He said that once the city 
was infested with pool rooms and gaming 
places, but that now these malfactors had 
been gotten rid of, and that he hoped 
that this grand jury would see to it that 
the gamblers did not again begin their 
nefarious operations in Atlanta, 

Judge Pendleton also told the jurymen 
that they were to be dikigent in their 
efforts to suppress illegal combinations of 
capital which had for its primary pur- 
pose the establishing of what was com- 
monly known as “trusts.” He told the 
jury that no person .or set persons had 
the right, under the law, to combine to 
run up the price on any necessity of 
life in the way of food stuffs, clothing 
otc. 
In chosing his charge to the grand jury, 
Judge Pendleton paid a neat compliment 
to Solicitor General Charles D. Hill. His 
honor said that in Mr. Hill the jury had 
an able and conscientious chief, who 
would guide them wisely and watchful- 
ly. 


SCHOOL PLAN ABANDONED. 


Dr. Broughton and Mr. Simpson Un- 
able To Secure Proper Con- ~ 
cessions. 

Recently it was announced that Dr. 
Len. G. Broughton an Professor Law- 
son E. Brown, representing a board of 
trustees from different parts of the 
state, would, perhaps, open a large indus- 
trial school for girls and boys at Toccoa 
Falls, near Toccoa. 

E. P. Simpson, it was said, had agreed 
to transfer al] title to 1,000 acres of 
land, including the falls and the Haddock 
Inn hotel, for the purpose of operating 
the school. It is now understood that the 
project is given up, there being some 
kind of hitch in armanging the trans- 
fer of the property and privileges con- 
eerning the. school. 

Professor Brown wags seen today by a 
Constitution representative and said: 

“We have abandoned the idea of ope- 
rating the industria] school at Toccoa,” 
said Professor Brown yesterday. “I have 
just seen Dr. Broughton, with whom I 
was to be associated in the matter, and 
together we have agreed that it ie not 
wise under the circumstances fa- us to 
undertake the school. There seems to be 
gertain restrictions in the transfer of 
the property that prevent us from carry- 
ing out our plans. Mr. Simpson has been 
very anxious for the schoo] to be start- 
ed and has agreed to do a great deal 
for it, but we have thought, since our 
trustees, which we were to name. could 
not be in absolute control of al! fhe 
property and management that it would 
not be wise to attempt to develop it 
along schoo] lines. 

“I am sorry that the scheme has to be 
given up, a8 we were receiving many 
assurances from trustworthy sources of 
aid. I believe we could have 
easily put the plan on its feet. Besides 


to send their girls and boys to the 
school that they might receive the ad- 
vantage of industrial training in a 
mountain climate. The summer Bible 
conference feature of our plan was meet- 
dng with the very warmest reception by 
ministers throughout the state.

Dt. Landrum Reviews “Baptist 
Convention at Londen, 


And Social Equal, and That 
Whole World is Against 
South on the Negro 
Question. 


Three Baptist ministers of Atlanta who 
attended the Baptist world’s congress re- 


yesterday. They were Drs. W. W. Lan- 
drum, of the First church: John E, 
White, of the Second church, and John 
B. Purser, of the West End church. 

By common consent those who attended 
the convention chose Dr. Landrum as 
their spokesman to tell to the asgociation 
the sights and experiences of the trip. 

Dr. Landrug referred to the criticism 
which has been made by press and in- 
dividuals of somethings which took place 
at the convention. Some, he said, had 
criticised ‘the action of the convention in 
passing resolutions. |jaudaté¢ry of the king. 

“The king business has o place in the 
twentieth century,” he said: “it ts as 
bad as the whisky traffic.” He went on 
further to state, however, that if a peo- 
ple submitted to if he thought due honor 
should be given and prayers for their 
welfare be made by a Baptist convention. 

Negroes Had Equal Rights. 

He also referred to the criticism of 
the part the negro played in the con- 
vention. He admitted that they were 
given equa) rights in every way with the 
white delegates—equal] rights sptritually 
in the convention and equa] rights eocial- 
ly outside of the convention in the 
homes of the people of London. 

“I saw occasionally a negro accompany 
one of the white ladies to the conven- 
tion or.on the streets of London, but we 
must remember that we have the whole 
world against us on the negro question 
There is no such feeling against him any- 
where ag we have—we might as wall 
face and admit the fact. But I think 
this matter is a big. bugaboo about noth- 
ing. I believe that the negro must have 
equal spiritua! rights with any one—and 
the Baptist church has always contended 
for thig—they received this at the con- 
vention—nothing less and nothing more 

‘The only difference in the treatment 
at the convention hall was probably in 
the applause received—the applause “was 
Quite more frequent and hearty when ome 
of the colored delegates had the floor. 

“But this matter of social equality ts 
not one for church or civil legislation 
but one for individua] taste. I have no 
more right to go to London and tell 
them who they should recélve in. their 
homes than they have to come to us 
here and say who we should receive.”’ 


Theology Must Progress. 

Passing from a discussion of this gub- 
ject, Dr. Landrum very soon made an- 
other remark which was somewhat of a 
startling nature, when he declared that 
he was opposed to any fixed doctrine for 
al] ages, On the contrary, he said, 
“theology must change with the ages.” 
He said ,he did not mean by this a new 
Bible, hy any means, but simply a new 
interpretation to fit the particular age 
or time or peuple. Simply a restatement 
of truth with possibly some variations 
to better harmonize with the trend of 
the age. 

Rev. Junius W. Millard was chairman 
of the committee on constitution, and his 
report was adopted practically in toto.° 
The association is tw assemble every 
Monday at [0 o’clock and remain in 
session one hour and fifteen mi utes. —
